EMCOMM: 


John Zietlow K9WIC reports there is no public activity planned in the near-term. John will enlist 
Robert’s WORKK assistance in editing the current EMCOMM information on our club’s website. Once the frequency assignments and labels are 


updated, he will then request our webmaster Matt AC9IG to change the website’s summary. John has also been keeping Village Management 
updated on our Ham Radio Licensing class plans for early 2022 (see also Publicity below). 


Repeaters: 


Rob Glowacki N9MVO and Terry Jarnholm AE9TJ Repeater Committee not present. 


Our planned twisted-pair Data Line switch-over from ATT to DSLextreme has failed. DSLextreme claims they cannot find our DSL copper pair in 
the upstream infrastructure because we’re not assigned as an existing phone number. Since twisted-pair copper will suffer continued decline in 
the years ahead, it may be prudent to install cable access or install wireless access to the repeater site for a better longevity outlook. If a coax 
pipe to the building is an option (Public Works approval) then a path to the site will require somewhat involved construction access. 
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John K9WIC is organizing an expanded Repeater Committee meeting to include Rob N9MVO, Kent W9KAO, and Terry AE9TJ, and Barry KOFMB to 
discuss options. 


Our club purchased an FTM-300DR machine in the spring. While configured and operational it is not currently residing at the repeater site but is 
planned to be moved and physically installed into our equipment cabinet in the pump house.
